Election/Restrictions 
L Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claim 31, drawn to a phage, classified in class 435, subclass 6. 

II. Claim 32, drawn to a culture medium comprising a peptide of SEQ ED NO: 2, 
classified in class 435, subclass 405. 

III. Claim 33, drawn to an isolated receptor that binds noggin, classified in class 530, 
subclass 350. 

IV. Claim 34, drawn to a hybridization probe, classified in class 536, subclass 24.1. 

V. Claims 35 and 36, drawn to methods of treatment, classified in class 514, subclass

2. The inventions are distinct, each fi-om the other, for the following reasons: 

Groups I, II, III and IV are drawn to separate and distinct products. Although there are 
no provisions under the section for "Relationship of Inventions" in MPEP 806.05 for inventive 
groups that are directed to different products, restriction is deemed to be proper because these 
products constitute distinct inventions for the following reasons: The phage of group I, the 
culture media of group II, the receptor protein of group III, and the hybridization probe of group 
IV are chemically distinct products unrelated in chemical structure and separately classified, 
having separate fields of search. Each of the products has separate, unrelated uses and is not 
disclosed as being capable of use together with any other products. Further, it would place an 
undue burden on the examiner to examine several, independent inventions in one application. 
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3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
